Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): It is noted that the After Final amendment filed on 
3/16/04 has been entered and made of record and the items above do not reflect the changes by the amendment as discussed below. 

Regarding Item 2 above, the brief does not contain a statement of the status of all of the claims. In Section 3 of the brief (Status of Claims 
the brief states that "Claim 2 is withdrawn herein...". This statement is incorrect because Claim 2 has been cancelled by the amendment 
filed on 3/16/04 and not withdrawn. 

Regarding Item 3, the brief does not contain a statement as to the status of the last amendment filed on 3/16/04, which has been entered 
and made of record. 

Regarding Item 5, the brief does not contain a concise statement of the issues presented for review, because the brief (in Section 6 of 
"Issues") still states that Claim 2 is an issue under appeal, when in fact, Claim 2 has been cancelled. Furthermore, the brief still mentions 
Claim 2 (in Section 7, "Grouping of Claims"), which again has been cancelled. 

Regarding Item 8, the brief does not contain a correct copy of the appealed claims as an appendix because the claims in the appendix of 
the brief do not match with the claims filed in the After Final amendment on 3/16/04. For example, in the After Final amendment filed on 
3/1 6/04, Claim 1 has been amended and Claim 2 has been cancelled and the copy of the claims in the appendix of the brief does not 
reflect these changes. 
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
